TESTIMONY OF WITNESSES. 
Jessie B. Hayes was tho first wit- 
ness examined and testified as 
fol- 
lows: 
"I was present at Hunt's 
distil- 
lery Aug. 29th, 1895, 
about 
four 
o'clock p. m. when 0. E. Holladay 
was shot. 
Mr. Holladay 
was 
sit- 
ting on the stops leading into Hunt's" 
office, John Hunt, S. E. Reynolds 
and 
myself 
being 
also 
present. 
Hunt's dog camo up 
and 
rubbod 
against Holladay's knee; Holladay 
struck tho dog, and with 
an 
oath 
said: "Got away, I'm 
no 
rubbing 
post;" Hunt, I 
believe, 
sworo 
at 
Holladay and told him 
to 
abuso 
him, (Hunt) and not to 
abuse 
tho 
dog; words then followed between 
tho two parties, and Hunt 
stepped 
up to Holladay and 
slapped him, 
when thoy clinched; Mr. Reynolds 
and myself 
soparated 
them; 
en- 
deavored to stop their quarreling. 
Hunt ordered 
Holladay 
off tho 
place; 
Holladay 
started 
for 
his 
horse, at tho 
samo 
timo 
cursing 
Hunt, when Hunt reached

barrol and got two bottles, both of 
which ho throw at Holladay,

Hunt reached the bank of tho canal 
ho picked up a rock about tho size 
of his fist and said to Holladay, "if 
you call mo a son of a

I'll hit you," Hunt, at the

timo swearing; Holladay

30 or 40 feet and said: "Yu son. of

I'll meet you in tho 
morn- 
ing." 
Hunt then throw tho

Hunt, after firing, dropped tho gun 
and asked mo if I knew where Ed.

IlrooMyn Heads tho I.lst. 
The very latest 
official computation 
puts 
tho total 
cost of the Brooklyn 
bridge at 817,489,855. 
The bridge when 
contracted for was to cost 
810,800,000. 
At least, buch was'thc original estimate 
of John A. Itoabling, who in 1807 put 
the cost 
of the bridge at $7,000,003 and 
of the approaches to it $3,800,000. 
Ac- 
tually, 
the 
bridge 
cost 
$15,000,000, 
which was not much of an increase 
over tho original figures when the dif- 
ficulties of the undertaking 
came into 
account, the bridge not being opened 
until 
sixteen years after the original 
estimate was made. 
Subsequent 
ex- 
penditures, 
which have brought the 
total cost up to the present 
figure, 
are 
duo 
to tho acquisition 
of 
new 
ap- 
proaches and to improvements upon the 
structure 
which were not and could 
not have been calculated upon when it 
was opened twelve years ago. 
The Brooklyn bridge is the most ex- 
pensive work of the kind in the world, 
exceeding in cost any other bridge of 
which authentic 
figures arc available. 
The bridge over the 
Forth, 
in 
Scot- 
land, 
cost 
$14,000,000, 
the 
Victoria 
bridge in Canada cost 812,000,000, 
the 
bridge across the Volga at Caratov, in 
Russia, cost $4,000,000. 
The 
cost 
of 
London bridge was $10,000,000, of Water- 
loo bridge $5,500,000, and of tho 
West- 
minster bridge $2,500,000. 
With the enormous increase of via- 
duct work for railroad purposes in the 
United States the profession 
of "bridge 
builder" has become a very important 
one, steel and iron work having largely 
superseded masonry, since by improved 
processes in their manufacture 
struc- 
tural iron and steel have materially de- 
creased in cost.

How Unused Itallwa? Tickets May Do Re- 
deemed ut Slight Cost. 
Some men with valuable unused rail- 
way tickets on their hands sell them to 
scalpers, while others go to the railway 
company that issued them and obtain 
their value in money. 
Most men, how- 
ever, do neither, 
and accept tho loss 
when the ticket is worth less than one 
dollar. 
Indeed, many men do not real- 
ize that railway companies stand ready 
to redeem unused tickets, even of small 
value, so that the companies must be 
richer by many thousands of dollars per 
year by reason of this neglect or igno- 
rance. 
- 
Every railway ticket bears the name 
of 
the 
general 
passenger 
agent 
of the road issuing the same. 
It is a 
simple matter to inclose the ticket with 
a letter directed to the general passen- 
ger agent, asking him to refund the 
money paid, and explaining the reason 
why tho ticket 
is left unused in tho 
hands of the purchaser. 
It is courteous 
to inclose a stamped envelope in which 
the money may be returned. 
When 
all these things 
have been 
done, says the New York Sun, the 
company usually acknowledges the re- 
ceipt of tho ticketholder's 
communica- 
tion and promises 
to 
investigate the 
matter. 
The investigation consists in 
the proper identification of the ticket 
and a little bookkeenintr to set all right 
in the accounts. 
Then tho purchaser 
receives from the company a check for 
the amount 
due, along with a letter 
requesting acknowledgment on the part 
of the recipient. 
That closes the trans- 
action, and there is no material loss on 
either side.

Mysore Infants Must Not Morry. 
The maharajah 
of 
Mysore 
has re 
solved to put down 
by an act of the 
legislature the custom of infant mar 
riage 
among his subjects.

measure has now assumed a definite 
shape and form. 
When the act is 
en- 
forced any person causing or abetting 
infant 
marriages, 
or any person of

may extend to two years, or with fine, 
or with both. 
The same punishment is

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A BOTTOMLESS PIT. 
Exploration of a Peculiar Cutc Formation 
In Trance. 
Among tho most remarkable of na- 
ture's wonders the subterranean 
pit at 
Jean Nouvcau, near Vauclusc, France, 
which reaches a depth of five hundred 
and forty feet, while nowhere more 
than twelve feet wide, has only recent- 
ly been explored. 
Tho French Society 
of 
Speleology 
(cave study) erected 
a 
derriclc at the mouth of the pit which 
begins with a funnel fifteen 
feet wide 
at the top and narrows down 
to three 
feet at a depth of about twenty feet. 
From hero down the 
crevice 
in the 
rock, for sucli it is, extends vertically, 
getting wider as it extends deeper, un- 
til at a depth of about four hundred 
and seventy-fiv- 
e 
feet it is twelve feet 
wide. 
At tiiis point the shaft 
opens 
into a roomy cave in,whichjust benuith 
the opening of the vertical pit a thick 
layer of clay, containing remains of 
bones, 
both human and animal, was 
found. 
The explorers 
found no evi- 
dence that the place had ever been vis- 
ited by man, but tradition lias it that 
criminals were thrown into the "bot- 
tomless pit" as it was popularly called 
in the neighborhood, and the remains in 
the cave just bencatii the shaft tend to 
corroborate this belief. 
The descent made into the shaft was 
exceedingly difficult; it established the 
fact that there must be a further cave 
far below the one now known, but the 
crevice through which it is accessible 
is choked up with debris and bowlders 
so that it will be a very difficult matter 
to penetrate further into the cave than 
has 
been 
done. 
The deepest 
point 
reached in this crevice 
Is five hundred 
and 
ninety-thre- 
e 
feet 
underground. 
Great quantities of water rush through 
the shaft at every time there is a storm, 
still no trace of water was found in the 
cave explored, which proves that some 
other subterranean exit must exist. 


USES FOR OLD RAILS. 


A Orcat Amount of 
Ilarbed-WIr- 
o 
Fencing 
Ig Made of Tlicm. 
In speaking of the use of old rails re- 
cently, says the Railway Reviewer, an 
official of the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
stated the life of a rail on the Pennsyl- 
vania lines west is about eleven years 
and on the Pennsylvania railroad only 
nine years. 
The difference is perhaps 
due to heavier traffic on tho Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. 
The friction of 
con- 
stantly passing trains wears on the rail 
until it must be replaced by a new one. 
The company pays twenty-fou- r 
dollars 
a ton 
now 
twenty-tw- 
o 
dollar; 
and 
the rrails used on that line average 


eighty-fiv- e 
pounds to the yard. 
When 
it has passed its useful stage the rail is 
replaced. 
The old rails that are taken out from 
time to time ore gathered 
up every 
month and sold to junk and scrap deal- 
ers at twelve dollars a ton. It can read- 
ily be seen that the company pays only 
twelve dollars for the use of rails per 
ton. 
Tho price received from the scrap 
man is a good figure, when it is known 
that the rails, when sold, are of no use 
to the company. 
Rails that arc not 
much worn are sold to factories along 
the road at eighteen dollars per ton, 
where thev are used for sidintrs and an- 
swer the purpose quite as well as new 
rails. 
There are many uses to which 
the old rail is put. 
A great amount of 


barb-wir- e 
fencing is made of railroad 
iron and very often the rails are used as 
foundations for large buildings. 
There 
are not many people who know that 
the Masonic temple in Chicago rests on 
a foundation 'of steel rails, layer upon 
layer, six feet deep.

LITIGANTS. 


Moro 
C1W1 
lawsuits Hero Than 
l:i Any 
Other Country In t!ie World. 
A man of ingenious mind, mid rp;ar-entl- y 
ample leisure, has ffonc to the 
trouble of figuring out the number of 
lawsuits brought in each country in a. 
year, and he has reached the conclu- 
sion that the United States 
is a better 
country for attorneys "and counselors 
than any other civilized land under the 
sun. 
He figures as lawsuits 
civil 
ac- 
tions only, taking into no account 
pro- 
ceedings 
of 
a 
criminal 
character 
brought 
by 
tho 
public 
authorities 
against 
individuals. 
He 
has 
ascer- 
tained that, taking the figures for the 
last 10 years as a fair average, there 
are 1,250,000 lawsuits brought in Eng- 
land every year, 750,000 in France, 
in Italy, 3,300,000 
in Germany 
and 5,500,000 in tho United States. 
It is not to be inferred from this, says 
the New York Sun, that the people cf 
one country are much 
more prone to 
litigation than are the people 
of an- 
other, but the explanation 
is to be 
found in the fact that the conditions of 
litigation vary exceedingly. 
Going to 
law in England is very expensive busi- 
ness, for it entails outlays in the form 
of costs and expenses so large that 
many of 
tho courts arc 
practically 
closed to persons of modest means, and 
a long litigation 
unsuccessfully 
pur- 
sued ends often 
In bankruptcy. 
In 
France the number of lawsuits is kept 
down through the general practice of 
"arbitration." as many as 100,000 cases 
in a year, especially those arising from 
disputes ever wages, being settled by 
this agency without 
onerous cost to 
cither party. 
In Germany a great ma- 
jority of cases are petty ones, involving 
a small amount of 
money 
and due, 
many of them, to customs orxtsages 
which arc not sufficiently 
defined 
to-be-, 
in all cases, similarly understood by 
both parties to an agreement. 
This is 
especially the case in the farming 
dis- 
tricts 
of Germany, and there are many 
legal disputes in tho 
manufacturing-districts- 
too. 
The number of cases credited to the 
United States seems 
enormous, 
but it 
is probably accurate. 
There arc, for 
example, eleven district courts for the 
disposal 
of civil 
cases 
in 
New 
York 
city. 
In one of these courts, by recent 
report, tho number of actions brought 
in a year was shown to be 9,100. 
These 
courts have before them each year, on 
the average, 
75,000 cases. 
The cases 
brought in the state courts 
of New 
York amount in a year to about 
150,-00- 
0, 
and of those brought in the fed- 
eral courts New York 
furnishes a very 
large number. Taking the whole coun- 
try through, it seems that the average 
number of cases per thousand of pop- 
ulation is in the neighborhood of 75 to 
80. 
Tho 
number 
of lawyers In the 
United States is materially larger than 
in any other country in the world, and 
the amounts in dispute here arc much 
greater than elsewhere.

DOCTOR. 


Reminding 
L' of the Eternal and 
Immo-tabl- o 
Disparity of Sex. 
The woman doctor is already an ac- 
complished 
fact, but as yet she has ap- 
parently made no considerable wayin 
public favor, says the Scottish Review. 
It may be contended that there is some- 
thing in the art of healing in accord 
with the primary instincts of a woman's 
nature. 
But if we look closer into the 
subject it will be seen that there is 
more than mere prejudice and

Moreover, 
if 
the advanced 
woman's theory of exact professional 
equality and indifference as to sex is 
to be maintained, why should any bar- 
rier suggest itself to the consultation of 
medical women by men, nny more than 
now exists in the calling in of women 
of the male practitioner? 
But is there 
no such barrier? 
Surely 
the 
mere 
statement of the case 
disposes of the 
parity argument. 
We have heard of a man here and 
there resorting to lady experts in mas- 
sage, but that men should go to women 
doctors and lay bare their bodily symp- 
toms in the same way as women have 
done from time immemorial to their 
male medical advisers, would be a pro- 
cedure repugnant 
on both sides, and 
"not convenient" for obvious 
reasons. 
Here, then, 
while admitting 
that a 
sprinkling 
of females may, perhaps, 
usefully find their mission in obtaining 
employment as doctors among a limited 
number 
of their 
own 
sex. 
we 
are. 
brought face to face with the eternal 
and immutable disparity of sex. 


Columbian Half Dollars. 
Columbian centennial coins not here- 
tofore circulated have been found fre- 
quently in change of late. 
They are 
the 
fifty-ce- 
pieces of 
1893, and the 
reason given for their appearance is 
that many coin collectors and others 
believed 
that immediately after tho 
Columbian exposition they would have 
special value as rarities and so hoarded 
them for a premium. 
They were w 
held for the better part of two years, 
but no appreciation in value followed, 
and now they have been thrown upon 
the market and arc freely circulated. 
They have a more attractive 
inppear-ane- e 
than the regular 
fifty-ce- 
pieces, 
but this superior attractiveness has not, 
to any visible 
extent, 
mitigated the 
regret 
which coin 
collectors had in 
parting with them.
